Moat Important DIacoTery Ii That or 


Four Hainan Skeleton*— Profeuor 
C. K. GoMld Prononnoea tbe Cave 
the Oe*t«*t Flail of It* Kind on 
the Convtneut. 
Professor C. N. Gonld returned re- 


cently from southwestern Missouri, 
where he bos been engaged In an in- 
spection of a cave which promises to 
be of much archaeological value, says 
a special dispatch from Xorman, Okla., 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Mr. 
E. H. Jacobs, an archaeologist of Bcn- 
tonville, Ark., discovered the cave and 
wrote to Mr. W. J. Moorehead, curator 
of the archaeological department of 
Phillips 
academy, Andover, 
Mass. 


Professor 
Moorehead sent for Dr. 


Charles Peabody of Cambridge, Mass., 
and Dr. Holmes of the bureau of eth- 
nology at Washington and other spe- 
cialists in archieology. He also sent 
for Professor Gould of the University 
of Oklahoma to pass on the geological 
formation of the cave. 
The cave is 


four miles north of the Arkansas line 
aud twelve east of the Indian Terri- 
tory line. The cave is se\enty 
long, a hole dug out of solid rock. The 
bottom is covered with a coat of ashes 
three feet deep, estimated in all at 
some 5,000 cubic feet The only plau- 
sible theory in explanation of this pe- 
culiar formation is that the cave was 
formerly inhabited by cave dwellers 
and the ashes are those left by the tires 
they built. 


Out of the debris of ashes and clay 


have been dug four immense skeletons, 
together with bones of animals. The 
arms are unduly long and the legs 
Unduly short, which argues that the 
skeletons belong to an ancient period. 
Flint instruments of all kinds, knives, 
spearheads, drills, as well as bone and 
stone instruments, are found in great 
abundance. 


The surface of the cave is of lime- 


stone worn perfectly smooth, probably 
by long generations of use by the cave 
dwellers. Dr. Peabody tells of a sheep- 
fold at Mycenaj of similar limestone 
worn smooth in a like manner by long 
use by the sheep. 


Along the back wall of the cave the 


water pouring off the limestone has 
formed huge stalactites-, which Pro- 
fessor Gould says must have been in 
process of formation for thousands of 
years. As these stalactites have formed 
above the coat of ashes in which the 
human skeletons and other relics of 
ancient times have been found the 
cave must be one of extreme age. 


The most interesting discovery, of 


course, is that of the human skeletons. 
Only four prehistoric skeletons have 
ever been found up to the present 
time, three in Europe and one in Amer- 
ica. The one found in America was 
dug out a number of years ago in 
California. Of those found in Europe 
one was the Engis skull, near Engis, 
Belgium, the second the Xeander- 
Thal skull in Germany, the third 
the Manof-Spy skull, near the village 
of Spy. Thesa skulls were all found 
along the lower Rhine valley. They 
are ail characterized by the low fore- 
head, thick skull and other marks of a 
degenerate race. Up to the last year 
anthropologists have found no positive 
proof of the existence of a prehistoric 
race of men on the American conti- 
nent 
Last year, it will be remem- 


bered, a skull was reported to have 
been found near Lansing, Kan, and 
many theories were put forth as to Its 
probable age and importance in solv- 
ing the problem of prehistoric man in 
America. From later evidence it is 
probable, however, that this skull was 
not of ancient origin. 


As far as known, the discovery of 


these four skeletons in southwestern 
Missouri is the first positive discovery 
of a cave man in America. Their an- 
tiquity is yet to be proved. The stalac- 
tites, however, the three foot coating 
of ashes and other evidences of like 
kind seem Jo prove that the discover}" 
is Indeed an Important one. Professor 
Gould was the only geologist present 
at the investigation of the cave, and 
as almost the whole question of an- 
tiquity must be settled by a study of 
the geological formation his opinion 
lu the case is of great value. 
Pro- 


fessor Gould is of the opinion that the 
cave is the greatest find of its kind 
ever made in America. Of course the 
work of excavation has only begun 
and the greatest discoveries are yet to 
be made in all probability. He thinks 
there is little question as to Its an- 
tiquity and that the discoveries being 
made in the cave will be of invaluable 
Rid in sohing the problem of the pre- 
historic race of man which inhabited 
the American continent at one time.

The United States Flag, commonly 


called the Stars and Stripes, the Star 
Spangled Banner, the Banner of the 
Free, Old Glory, etc, had its origin 
in the following resolution adopted 
by Congress, June 34, 1777: 


"Resolved, That the flag of the thir- 


teen United States be thirteen stripes 
alternate red and white; that the un- 
ion be thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constalla- 
tion." 


A committee of Congress, accom- 


panied by Washington, visited and se- 
cured the services' of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Ross, of Philadelphia—better known 
as Betsy Ro««. She was skillful and 
soon produced the first United States 
ensign, or flag. There have been two 
acts of Congress making alterations 
in the flag. An act approved January 
13, 1794, gave the flag fifteen stripes 
and fifteen stars from and after May 
1, 1795. 


The second act was approved April 


4, 3818, and is as follows: 


"Sec. 1—That from and after the 


fourth day of July next, the flag of the 
United States be thirteen horizontal 
stripes alternate'red and while; that 
the union have twenty stars, white in 
a blue 
field. 
- 


"Sec. 2—That on'the admission of 


each new state into the union, one 
star be added to the, union of the flag, 
and that such additon shall take effect 
on the fourth of July next succeeding 
such admission." 


From 1494 until 1SOO not less than 


50 different flags were used' in this 
country, and almost half of these were 
used during the Revolutionary 
war 


period. It will be noted that we did 
not have a national flag for nearly a 
year after the declaration of independ- 
ence. 
Although our flag is but one 


hundred and twenty-six years old, it 
is comparatively an old flag. The fol- 
lowing flag dates are of interest: 


Great Britain, 1801; Spain, 1785; 


French tri-color, 1794; Empire of Ger 
many, 1870. 


Our starry banner has had a most 


wonderful history. It has led our ar- 
mies in every war in which we have 
engaged since June 14, 1777, and has 
never gone down in defeat. Under it 
our armies have twice defeated Eng- 
land ; Mexico once, Spain once, the In- 
dians from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
the Southern Confederacy, the armies 
of the Philppine Islands, and it led

«*w Japan Control* the Trade of 


the World. 


.Japan, owing to her acquisition of 
Formosa, controls the camphor product 
of the world, and. according to the 
Tokyo correspondent of the Loiidou 
,Times, the Japanese diet recently pass- 
ed a bill extending the Formosan cam- 
phor monopoly to the whole empire. 
The Chinese yield lias never exceeded 
220,000 pounds, while the yield in For 
mosa has in recent years averaged 
over 0.000.000 pounds. In the rest of 
Japan the annual production is about 
300,000 pounds. 


To take full advantage of the situa- 


tion the Japanese government four 
years ago plated the manufacture of 
Foriuosan camphor under its control 
ami mane Hie sale ol such camphor a 
monopoly. Its objects were, it is said, 
twofold—increased revenue and a more 
complete control of the camphor for- 
ests. 
Japan claimed the Fonno«.in 


forests as the exclusive property of the 
crown. 


Japan has taken elaborate measures 


to guard the Formosan camphor for- 
ests and the border residents against' 
the attacks of savages and to lay out 
beds of young trees in all the camphor 
districts. 
The government has alse 


forbidden the destruction of young 
trees, which were formerly cut down 
for fuel by the camphor workers. 


Within certain limits the Japanese 


government does not interfere with the 
inanufaeture of camphor, but the en- 
tire production must be sold to the 
government at a fixed price, and the
